GEO. WOLF SHOT 
BY UNKNOWN MAN 


Well Known Resident of the County 


Shot in Mysterious Manner near 


Gettysburg Friday Afternoon, bi 


Serious Condition. 


Mystery surronnds the shooting of 
George Wolf which took 
place near 
the Baltim ore pike a short distance 
South of town about half past four 
o’clock on Friday afternoon. 
The man who resides at the in ter­ 
section of 
W est Confederate avenue 
and the Em m itsburg rout! was shot in 
the back w hile allow ing his horse to 
drink from the run which Hows from 
the L ightner ice house pond into Rock 
Creek. 
He heard no sound caf a gun 
and saw no one for some tim e liefore 
th** 
incident occurred. 
Mr. 
W olf 
narrowly escaped instant death, 
the 
bullet penetrating the liack w ithin a 
quarter of an inch of the spinal cord. 
It has not yet lieen located. 
Mr. W ulf was iii the employ of the 
G ettysburg N ational Park 
Comm is­ 
sion, ban Ii ng stone from the G overn­ 
ment quarry at Powers’ H ill to the 
avenue in the vicinity of Spangler’s 
Spring. 
He was driving across the 
sm all stream above 
referred to when 
he noticed that his 
horse 
wanted to 
drink 
He 
allowed 
the anim al to 
quench 
its th irst and witi Ie 
it was 
drinking he stood up in the cart. 
Suddenly he felt a stinging pain in 
his back and sank to the floor of the 
cart w ith a cry of agony. 
The jiain 
was more than he could 
endure and. 
not knowing w hat had happened, he 
called for help. 
The call was heard 
by E. M. Lightner, who resides aking 
the Baltim ore Pike not far away, bul 
he at first thought it came from h u n ­ 
ters calling each other. 
Finally he 
realized that some one was in trouble 
and be started out in the direction of 
the call. 
He soon saw Mr. W olf who 
called to him to hurry. 
When Mr. L ightner 
reached 
Mr. 
W olf s 
side the 
latter exclaim ed: 
Some one struck me in the hack. See 
how badly I am h u rt.” 
I* lion 
exam ination 
Mr. 
Lightner 
was astonished to find a hole 
in the 
unfortunate 
m an's coat, evidently 
made by a 
bullet. 
Mr. 
W olf was 
surprised, too. when his friend told 
him what had happened as he thought 
that some one had h it 
him w ith a 
stone. 
Mr. L ightner at once brought 
him to tow n to the office of Dr. H art­ 
man who made an 
exam ination. 
Dr. 
Stew art also 
tieing 
present. 
The 
bullet was not found though 
it was 
proles! for. 
Later in the evening he 
was removed to his home 
where he 
now lies in a serious ct md ibm. 
The bullet penetrated the m iddle of 
the back 
It 
was almost in the im 
m ediate vicinity of the spinal 
cord 
and a quarter of 
an 
inch difference 
would have caused instant death. The 
physicians believe thatthe bullet struck 
a rib and was turned aside. 
It en ter­ 
ed from an angle and it is hoped that 
no vital organ was injured. 
Theories are numerous as 
bi 
the 
origin of the disastrous shot. 
There 
is nothing whatever in the wound to 
indicate w hether or not it came from 
a great distance hut as 
neither Mr. 
W olf nor any one else can lie found 
who heard the shot 
it 
is generally 
believed that the bullet was a stray 
one and was 
not 
fired 
by any one 
w ithin several hundred yards 
The 
foul play theory seems to lie en tertain ­ 
ed bv no one. 
The 
greatest 
danger 
now seems bi tie of infection from the 
m aterial 
of 
Mr. 
W olf’s 
clothing 
v bleb the liall carried liefore it into 
.is body. 
Mr. W olf suffered terrib ly from 
the wound and w’as in great agony for 
some tim e after the unfortunate in c i­ 
dent. He is alo u t 45 years of age, and 
has a wife and several children. 
Mr. W o lfs condition today rem ains 
unchanged. 
He is suffering consider­ 
able pain.

Ira Schwartz, residing on the Jacob 
Hartm an farm in Mount Joy biw nship 
was severely bitten by a large boar on 
Friday and is now suffering from ugly 
wounds which it inflicted on hisatido- 
men. 
Mr. Schwartz was driving the boar 
down a lane near his home as he had 
done many tim es before, and whenever i 
the anim al hesitated touched it w ith 
a sm all whip. The boar never seemed 
to resent it at other tim es but suddenly 
and w ithout any w arning turned on 
M r.Schwartz, made a dash at him and 
knocked him to tho ground biting him 
severely. 
The unfortunate man was 
too much surprised to defend h im se lf 
and would likely have been much more 
severely injured had not the anim al 
turned of bis own accord and walked 
away. 
The wounds were deep and ugly and 
bled profusely. 
The boar’s teeth tore 
ugly jagged holes in his 
flesh which 
required a large nnmlier of stitches* to 
close.

FEARS OVERPLANTING 


Value of Cowpeas. 
The cowpea Is a large beanlike plant 
that produces a large am ount of for­ 
age 
It Is valuable for a green food 
or for plowing under for green ma­ 
nure. 
It has been used successfully 
for improving wornout soils, especial­ 
ly those th at are light and sandy In 
te x tu r e ./I ts greatest advantage for 
this pur^iose is Its ability to gather 
nitrogen from the air and mineral ele­ 
ments from subsoil. 
When the crop 
Is plowed under these are left near 
the surface, where they will be avail­ 
able to shallow rooted crops and those 
which cannot get nitrogen from the 
air. 
It has been little used for hay in 
the north, because It cannot be read­ 
ily dried in this climate. 
It makes a 
good green feed for milk cows be­ 
tween Aug. 15 and S ep t 15, or it may 
be preserved in th e silo by mixing 
with corn fodder. 


Dr. 
Surface says he is afraid the 
enthusiasm of many people 
grow ing is going to carry them away 
and cause kiss of money unless they 
sit down and figure out w hat orchard 
work means. 
‘‘People have seen th at 
scale can be controlled,” said 
he “ I 
hear from every county that folks are 
planning orchards and buying trees 
wholesale. 
Some of the nurseries are 
-Mild out. 
Now I fear that some w ill 
go into it w ithout reckoning on eter­ 
nal viligance and everlasting work, 
two of the great 
factors 
in fighting 
insect pests. 
In a 
few* years some 
orchards w ill be for sale and others 
w ill lie m aking fortunes. ” 
Dr. Surface says that 
his recent 
announcem ent th at his division plans 
establish several hundred dem onstra­ 
tion orchards, fifteen m iles apart, where 
owners of fru it farm s and those in ­ 
terested in grow ing trees could have 
an opportunity to inspect methods of 
fighting scale and 
pruning trees as 
dem onstrated by the state has brought 
400 offers of orchards for the use of the 
state.
